He said that diphtheria antitoxin had 
been succensfully used in 200 cases at the 
hospital.

Their Weight Seems Certain to Insure 
His Complete Vindication. 
Special rm che Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4—-The Schiey 
court of inquiry began the thirty-seventh 
day of its session with all the evidence 
practically before it. The following situa- 
tion is presented:

It will com- 
mend him as an efficient officer, and as 
Sampson has been ruled out of the case 
it is reasonable to suppose that the court | 
will declare that Schley was the senior 
officer in command during the battle. The 
court will find that as the result of the 
campaign added glory to the navy and 
was in- keeping with its traditions, no cen- 
sure should be passed upon the applicant.

PARIS, Nov. 4.—The French fleet sent to 
humble Turkey is expected to reach its 
destination today.

MOB OF MINERS ATTACKS THEM 
IN COLLINSVILLE. 


ANGERED BY THEIR REMARKS 


Band From St. Louis Meets Harsh 
Treatment—Local]l Member Severely 
Beaten by the Crowd 


There was a clash between coal miners 
and socialists in Collinsville, Ill, Saturday 
night, and for an hour or more the stown 
was controlled by an angry mob. 

A Collinsville member of the Socialist 
Labor party, named Cox, was severely 
beaten. Other Socialists were driven into 
a store kept by one of their number, while 
the mob without threatened bodily harm. 

Finally the Socialists were permitted to 
leave the town on a street car. 

Several members of the Socialist Labor 


party went over from St. Louls to hold a 
meeting and distribute their party litera- 
ture. 

It was their intention to hold the meet- 
ing in the City Hall, but the mayor re- 
fused permission to use the hall. 

The Socialists then procured a dry goods 
box and used it as a platform, on a street 
corner. Several men made addresses. 

There are many coal miners in Collins- 
ville, some of whom own their homes One 
of the visitors, in the course of his remarks, 
referred to the murder of President Mc- 
Kinley, saying that Czolgosz was the legiti- 
mate child of the system of capitalist 
production. 

“You miners,”’ he said, “have had an 
increase of 15 per cent in Sadan wages. Un- 
der our system of Socialism you would 
have an increase of 50 percent. You do not 
know enough to keep yourselves.”’ 
This enraged some of the miners. Sev- 
eral interrupted the speaker. Harsh lan- 
guage was passed, and in a jiffy the meet- 
ing broke up amid hoots and yells of de- 
rision. 

The miners pressed forward and the so- 
cialists jumped down from the box. Pur- 
sued by the angry coal miners, the visitors 
ran down the street. The little store of 
Shoemaker Dyer, who is a socialist, sug- 
gested itself as a refuge. Thither the fu- 
gitives made their way. pressed closely by 
the angry crowd, which now amounted to 
about five hundred men and boys. 

The St. Louisans finally reached the shoe- 
shop and entered, locking the door on the 
inside. The crowd surrounded the building 
and made threats, But attempted no open 
violence. 

“We'll show you how to come over here 
and try to tell us what to do!’’ the miners 
shouted. *““‘We own our homes and are pros- 
perous. We don't want your doctrines and 
won't have them!"’ 

Meanwhile a few of the cooler heads con- 
ferred and it was decided that the Sociai- 
iste should be permitted to take a street 
ear back to St. Louls. When a car arrived 
they boarded it and departed. 

Cox. the local Socialist. did not fare so 
well. He was recognized when he came 
upon the street and several miners set 
upon him. Before he escaped from his as- 
sailants he was badly used up. 

The speakers from St. Louls distributed 
circulars entitled, ‘“The Beast Behind Czol- 
osz."’

VETERAN RETURNED $1400 PEN- 
SION MONEY. 


WOUND WAS SELF-INFLICTED 


He Has Prospered and to Relieve His 
Distress of Mind He Reimbursed 
Pension Department. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WABHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Some months 
ago the commissioner of pensions recetved 
in his mail a letter from Idaho. It was 
well written, and evidently from a man 
who has succeeded in the battle of life. He 
went on to say that he had been @ soldier 
in the civil war in a New York regiment; 
that while he was serving in Virginia, just 
before the countermarch to head off Lee 
at Gettysburg, he had received a letter 
from his sweetheart at home in the little 
village where they had both grown up, side 
by side, saying she would marry him. He 


marched on up over the dusty Virginia 
roads, full of his new happiness, reached 
the green hills of Pennsyivania, and was 
walking sentry duty the night before the 
first day’s battle. All of a sudden the 
thought came to him that he could gave 
his life and go home and see his sweet- 
heart by executing a ruse. When he was 
relieved and lay down for a few hours’ 
sleep the idea filled his thoughts, and he 
really did not sleep because of it. Early 
in the day his regiment was ordered to the 
front. As soon as there was any firing 
and he had a chance in the confusion, he 
put his right thumb over the mugsie of his 
gun and pulled the trigger with his left 
index finger. The shot took off the thumb, 
he dia’ go home and see the girl, later was 
discharged, and in due time got a pension 
for the loss of his thumb. . 

“I have prospered,’ said the man in his 
letter. ‘‘l am not rich, but I have done 
well. I am a member of a church, and I 
try to live a Christian life. My wife is 
a noble woman, and I prise her soapees 
and affection above all else in the world. 

‘We have grown sons and daughters, some 
of them married, and all fine young People, 
doing well, and highly respected [In this 
community. I have thrown myseif on your 
compassion. I want to know if I oan pay 
back the money I have drawn as pension.” 

There was more in the letter than this. 
The writer said that wherever he went 
his maimed hand reminded him of his 
wrong action. When he shook hands he 
thought of it. People had noticed the loss, 
and he had been forced over and over again 
to tell the Hie that he told first on that 

rrinie July day at Gettysburg. The com- 
missioner wrote a kind letter back, and 
made the way clear for the poor fellow 
to return his pension money. In due time 
it came, $1,400 in all, not in one payment, 
but in two or three, for the man was, as 
he said, not rich, but simply well-to-do. 

With the last installment came a letter 
in which the man thanked the commission- 
er for letting him make atonement for his 
error. ‘I have told my wife,’’ he wrote, 
‘and she-shares my gratitude to you for 
vour kindness in this matter. We are 7 
pier than ever. I can sleep nights. I did 
a bad thing against my ope | because I 
was a silly boy and in love. have suf- 
fered enough in consceince for it, and have 
dene what I could to set the matter — 
I would gladly give all I am worth in this 
werld if I could tell everybody the truth 
now. but for the sake of the children my 
wife and I will carry the secret with us to 
the grave. God bless you for your good- 
ners to us.”

OLD-TIME METHODS. 


Some of the fashions in France during the 
reign of Queen Marie were exceedingly ab- 
surd, particularly hairdressing and hats, 
which were trimmed with such an extrava- 
gant wealth of feathers that the coaches 
had to have their seats lowered. According 
o Mme. Campan, “‘mothers and husban.s 
murmured, the general rumor was that the 
Queen would ruin the French ladies.’’ One 
day Louis XVI decided to forbid the court 
in a body to follow the royal hunt in 
coaches. In order to be freer he wished 
only to permit real sportsmen to attend. 
The noble ladies immediately rebelled and 
ihe Princpcess of Monaco criticised the de- 
cision by means of her headdress, upon 
which arose a minature royal coach, fol- 
lowed by two gentlemen on foot in gaiters. 
On the left of this was displayed a cypress 
garnished with black tears, the large roots 
being formed of crape. More absurd still 
was the hairdressing of the mother of Louis 
Philippe, upon whose head every one could 
admire her son, the Duc de Beaujolais, in 
the arms of his nurse, as well as a parrot 
pecking at a cherry. 


At 5 o*clock on Oct. 18, 1826, an immense 
crowd gathered ata hall in London to wit- 
ness the last state lottery drawn in Eng- 
land. The drawing of prizes on that occa- 
sion occupied less than two hoprs, whereas 
lotteries drawn some years previously were 
protracted for several weeks, the excitement 
bemg so great that doctors attended to let 
blood in cases where the proclaiming of the 
winning tickets proved too overpowering 
for the holders. From the days of Queen 
Anne lotteries had contributed largely to- 
ward the revenue, during the latter years 
bringing in from $1,250,000 to $1,500,000 per an- 
num. ‘The first public lottery held in Eng- 
land took place on Jan. li, 1569. It was 
drawn at the west door of St. Paul's Cath- 
edral and continued incessantly, drawing 
day and night, till] May 6 following. ; 


An English writer recently asserted that 
the crown of the of Iiengland had been 
looted many times of its jewels, if reports 
current in the reign of King George IV 
were true. The story in those days was 
that the King continually sent for his 
crown wher he wished to give a jewel to 
any person, Several of the gems were re- 
moved and replaced by imitation stones. 
“The crown should .be inspected and re- 
ported upon by. experts before the corona- 
tion,’’ says the British newspaper, com- 
menting on this story, “for it would be bet- 
ter that King Edward should wear no 
crown rather than one studded with worth- 
less imitation jJewels.”’

Saturday’s Games Testify to 
Fact That Power of ‘Big 
Four’ Is Waning. 


BY J. E WRAY 
Results of Saturday's football games fur- 
ther testify to the fact that the day of the 
continual supremacy of the big four elev- 
ens has gone. Competent critics on the 
ground at the eastern battles state that 
the Yale-Harvard-Princeton-Pennsylvania 
elevens, with the exception of the latter, 
are as strong as the average teams at 
those institutions, yet the so-called smali- 
er elevens have made the big teams l00K 


to their laurels. 

Columbia defeated one of the big quar- 
tet, Yale was forced to an even break with 
West Point, and Princeton had the advan- 
tage of but a safety and a goal after a 
touchdown over Corneil. Michigan, against 
the Carlisle team—the latter strengthened 
since its game with Harvard—made one 
touchdown less than the Crimson againsi 
the Indians. 


Coaching Cause of Change. 

The reason for the advance of the out- 
side eleven seems to lie in the coaching 
system. Yale, Harvard and Princeton grad- 
uates are to be found all over the country 
instructing the elevens in. the play and 
tactics of the big institutions. Informa- 
tion that hitherto has been centered in a 
few institutions has thus been dissem! iated. 
Pennsylvania, under the tuition of Wood- 
ruff, first demonstrated to the country the 
~ her mm of proper coaching. It was 
Woodruff who brought that eleven to the 
front and forced recognition of its ability 
from what was then known as the “‘tri- 
umvirate,’’ Yale, Harvard and Princeton. 
In a few years eastern coaches will not 
be necessary, as competent men will have 
been developed in the big schools of the 
central West.

ilAuthorities who have seen the Michigan 
eleven"play, say that it could have a good 
chance to defeat any of the big teams.

Un THE KITCHEN? 


Mysterious ‘Ranjit’ Has 


Arrived at Quebec. 


NONE KNOW HIS _ ORIGIN 


SOME SAY HE IS A “OHEF” WITH 
AN EYE TO ADVERTISING. 


Has Dancing Girl and a Retinue of 
Twenty-Eight Followers, All Mo- 
hammedons, Who Offer Pray- 
ers Five Times a Day. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

QUEBEC, Canada, Nov. 4.—Prince Ranjit 
of Beloochistan, the mysterious eastern po- 
tentate who created a sensation in London, 
has arrived safely in Quebec. 

He was almost as much of a mystery on 
the ship as he was in Europe, for from 
the time he embarked till he’arrived here, 
he was confined to his room with the one 
exception of Saturday night when he at- 
tended the regular concert and allowed 
his so-called dancing girl to take part in 
the entertainment. She sang and danced 
and was quite a feature of the evening. 

Those who saw him on the ship seem 
convinced that he is a genuine prince, al- 
though a story has been circulated tha® 
“Ranjit” is really a cook of high degree, 
who means to establish a cafe in New York, 
and has taken a unique way of getting hie 
mame before the public. The prince scouts 
this imputation on his royal lineage. He 
explains that he is one who might be 
called one of the feudal! princes of Beloochi- 
stan. “I regret very much the noise which 
my trip was coused and the manner in which 
I have been misrepresented by the public 
press both in France and in England,” said 
he. “I was notified by the English gov- 
ernment that there would be no objection 
to my traveling about so long as I did so 
incognito and I was requested while in 
London to conduct myself so ag not to 
create too much talk. Therefore I desired to 


keep out of print and out of public dis- 
cussions.’’ 

The prince’s menage, the retinue, or 
whatever it might be called, Is decidedly 
interesting. There are in all twenty-eight 
followers, including the dancing girl, whose 
osition ig rather anomalous. They are 

ohammedans and say their prayers five 
times a day, but outside of refusing to 
eat ots they behave themselves very 
much as other people and seem very good 
natured. They are in most cases fairly 
well educated and speak good English. 
The prince himself is slight, but very good 
looking, with a well kept dark beard, a soft 
voice and pleasant smile. Though he does 
not eat much, he partakes of everything 
that is on the daily menu, but does not 
touch spirits of any sort. He spends his 
entire days in his bunk. In Montreal he 
will meet his English secretary, who, it 
is understood, is an official of the Indian 
office. He will pass some few days in 
Montrealand then he goes to visit Buffalo, 
New York, St. Louis and Chicago.

HER FATHER FIRST GOVERNOR. 


Death of Mrs.Washington, Daughter of 
St. Louis District Executive. 

MACON, Ga., Nov. 4.—Mrs. Mary Wash- 
ington, who died Saturday morning in Ma- 
con-in the. 86th year of her age, was born 
in St. Louis May 12, 1816, and was the 
daughter of Col. Samuel Hammond, a sol- 
dier of the revolution, who, in 1804, immedli- 
ately after the French cession of the Lou- 
isiana purchase, was appointed governor of 
the subdistrict of St. Louis by President 
Jefferson. After the war he settled in Sa- 
vannah and was elected to Congress from 
Georgia. This was prior to 1804. He lived 


in Missouri 20 years, and his record there 
is part of the territorial history of the 
state. He moved to South Carolina in 1824 
and became secretary of state. 

She had been invited by the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Co, to attend the open- 
ing in 1908, and it had been indicated to her 
that she would. be accorded special! honor 
by the Sompany and the city of St. Louis. 
She was socially distinguished in Georgia, 
being honorary state regent of the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution and regent of the lo- 
cal chapter.

LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 4.—The police say 
today that they can trace the deaths of 
eleven persons to Jane Toppan, the ac- 
cused woman. polsoner. 
They are going over the mortuary rec- 
ords of Lowel} and Cataumet to investigate 
the death of everyone with whom she had 
dealings in the capacity of nurse. 
Lowell people who know Miss Toppau 
think she in tnsane and that she has a 
mania to do murder by poison. Her de- 
fense, it is said, will be insanity. 
The graves of two women, her alleged 
victims, are to be opened soon. 
The bodies of the membéfs of the Davis 
family taken from the grave in Cataumet 
showed distinct traces of arsenic, and the 
symptoms of Mr. Brigham’s peculiar illness 
last August are those of arsenic poisoning. 
Mr. Brighani says that Miss Toppan had 
begged him to marry her on the morning 
of the day he was taken ili and that after 
he had convinced her that he would not 
she went away in a towering rage. 
That evening just after dinner he was 
taken ill for the first time in his life, but 
prompt medical attention saved him. His 
— was then ascribed to acute indiges- 
tion. 
He lent money to Miss Toppan, whom he 
took out of a foundiing asylum in Boston 
44 years ago. She was brought up as a 
servant, butwas so bright and ambitious 
that he paid for her education as a trained 
nurse. 
Dr. Swan, medical

“It was last summer that I became sus- 
we @ of some things Miss Toppan did, 
we I could not believe some things she 
said.’ 
‘Have your patients who were nursed 
by Miss Toppan lost money or missed mon- 
ey?’’ was asked.

earance was noted at the time. Yet Miss 
Toppan would not have been suspected if 
this terrible thing had not come up. 

Mrs. Gibbs, it is alleged by members of 
the Davis family, saw iss Toppan exam- 
ining private papers of Alden P. Davis after 
he died. 

The next day two notes fer $400, which 
were known to be among the papers, were 
missing, and the government has been 
hunting high and low for these notes, with- 
out success.
